Record CSUS Budget

CSUS i. expecting a record 
budget of $32,937.177 for the 1974 
75 fiscal year, according to Stan 
Pretzer, university operations of- 
ficer 

This sum amounts to 6.9 per 
cent of the $480 million included in 
the 1974-75 state budget for the 
California State University and 
Colleges (CSUC). It exceeds the 
1973-74 CSUS budget of 
$30,070,574 by 9.5 per cent. 

Of the $32 million in the 1974 
75 budget. Pretzer noted, almost $6 


million will be derived from 


revenue the university expects to 
take in. The remaining portion, $27 
million, will come from the state. 

The budget includes $15 million 
marked to finance an improvement 
of about five per cent in academic

salaries. However, the budget does 
not include $14 million requested 
by the trustees for a 5.3 per cent in- 
crease in fringe benefits for 
academic employees. Non- 
academic employees were granted 
salary increases of about four per 
cent and an additional $5 million 
for a 3.7 per cent raise in fringe 
benefits 


A request by the trustees for a 
$15.2 million increase in some 
types of financial support for 
CSUC was reduced to $5.1 million. 
If appropriated some $990,000 for 
improvement of instructional. 
technical, and clerical support. $3 
million for replacement of instruc- 
tional equipment, and $714,000 for 
added computer resources, will be 
allocated to the 19 campuses of the 
system by the 


state college 


chancellor's oftice 


The budget for CSUS breaks 
down as 60.5 per cent 
($19,930,000) for instruction, 9.6 
per cent ($3,168,000) for academic 
support, 12.1 per cent (3,970,000) 
for student services, 16.6 per cent 
($5,450,000) for institutional sup- 
port, and 1.2 per cent ($400,000) 
for independent operations.

Also included in the governor's 
proposed budget is $1,988,000 in 
capital outlay expenditures for 
CSUS, including $1,412,000 for 
conversion of the existing library 
building, $500,000 for equipment 
for the new library. and $70,000 for 
equipment in science building 
conversion,

Air Force Wants Super Bomber ($)

The U.S. Air Force wants a new 
plane, the supersonic B-1 bomber 
$448 millon authorized’ by 
Congress for B-1 research brings 
the total spent on the plane since 
1970 to $2 billion. With the Air 
Force farming out the construction 
to different parts of the plane to 
different bidders —- not necessarily 
the lowest bidders the plane's 
cosi is generally incalculable. 

Full production of the 241 
planes requested could be nearly 
$50 billion, which would make it 
the most expensive weapon system 
ever built, costing half as much as 
the entire Vietnam war. 

The Air Force ‘sas three 
arguments for production of the 
bomber: |) its use as a nuclear 
bomber; 2) its use as a nuclear 
deterrent; 3) its use in limited wars. 

According to U.S. nuclear 
strategists, our defense rests witha 
triad of weapons systems. This 
triad includes land and sea-based 
missiles and strategic bombers, 
their versatility supposedly in- 
suring that no enemy can destroy 
the entire U.S. nuclear arsenal 

But, the first two arguments are 
not logically supportable. The 
main reason for the B-I rests 
therefore on the third argument.

As a nuclear weapon, the B-1 is 
already obsolete compared to the 
land-based ICBM’s which take 30 
minutes, compared to the B-I’s 
seven hours to reach the Soviet 
Union and Polaris missiles which 
take only 15 minutes 

The B-! is hardly needed as a 
nuciear deterrent when any one of 
the United States three defense 
systems alone could destroy at least 
75 per cent of the USSR’s in- 
dustrial capacity and 64 million 
people. Further, it is impossible for 
any opponent to destroy 
simultaneously U.S. land and sea- 
based missile forces. Despite this, 
the Air Force argues that the B-] 
would be good bargaining at the 
SALT disarmament talks 

Air Force spokesmen have 
already spoken of the better job 
they could have done in Vietnam 
with the B-1: twice the bombs in 
one-third the time, greater flex- 
ibility, fewer planes lost and, 
therefore, fewer POWs. The B-1I’s 
use would, then, be in the so-called 
“limited wars.” 

The American Friends Service 
Committee, the social action arm 
of the Society of Friends, a Quaker 
organization, says, “It is no secret 
that the United States is already 
planning for future “limited wars”
